Bev. Henry Ward Beeencr was enthusiast! 
eally received when he stepped forward to 
•ddreis the audience Mr Beeeher said he 
was not an extremist in his position as 
a reformer 
He did not believe In revo- 
lutionary haste 
Theoretically, he was In 
favor of no tariff at all, but the misery 
of ignorance was thirt it could not appre- 
ciate the good from the bad The ignorant 
masses could not lead to tbe adoption of a 
radical change by the hope of future good 
Moderation in the method of bringing about 
free trade was necessary The atfairs of the 
Nation should not be seriously disturbed, 
and the business of the protectionists should 
not be injured by any rapid and radical 
ohange 
As to tbe Justice of the present system, Mr 
Beeeher maintained that, while the Govern- 
ment might properly levy a revenue tariff, it 
ought not to favor any Industrial concern in 
so doing 
Private business should proceed 
without any direct Government aid 
If a 
man could uot make his own way in this 
world he should make bin waj out of it Ho 
was opposed to trade restrictions and favored 
liberty to commerce 
When a Government undertook to proiect 
any line of industr. It opened an active field 
for competition and rivalry in that particular 
line The competitors who desired to under 
sell could not be satisfied without a shr.nkaae 
in expenses The ehrlntaie could not be 
made ID the cost of the raw commodity 
It must 
be made In the cost of man 
ufaoture. In other words, tt must be made In 
the laborers wages This competitive com 
pulfllon of reduction in wages was the cause 
of the numerous strikes thioughout the 
country and the present Idleness of 1 000, 
000 workingmen 
The present protection H as 
terribly inconsistent. It Imposed a tariff 
on foreign 
manufactures 
out 
none on 
foreign laborers 
The prote"tiomst man 
ufacturer cried out against tree trade be 
cause it placed the American worktnginan in 
competition with foreign pauper labor, and 
yet the same protectionist, while reaping the 
benefits of tills pernicious tariff system, 
turned the American laborer out of employ 
meet, or compelled him to compete with im 
migrants In the matter of wages The whole 
profit of protection went into the pocket of 
tbe capitalist 
Mr Beeeher was opposed to whatever tend 
•d to a violation of tne brotherhood of man 
He believed that the American had no right 
to wall himself up and den> the right of otner 
nations of the earth to ttnd a market hei» for 
their wares The r nglish laborer -hould not 
be shut out from the privilege of working to 
supply his brother American 
He was op 
posed to th B country e collecting Si.>0 uOO to 
send to Chiua for missionary pui poses and 
th»n refusing to allow the Chinaman to 
breathe tbe air of America 
He appealed to the young men of the N« 
tlon, if they bad the first feeling of patriotism 
to fight against the selfi-*h unjust and injuri 
ous slavery of trade ' Let us hav e iibertj 
throughout, 
said he in closing
